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Boston, Mass., Sept. 26.—(4)—The 
submarine §-51, struck and sunk by 
the ‘steamer City of Rome 14 miles 
east of Block island last night, rested 
in 125 feet of water late tonight. So 
sfar all attempts at rescuing the 33 
men believed to be entrapped within 
her hull have failed. 

The highest hope of navy officials at 
the scene was that the men might live 
for 72 hours providéd there was no 
leakage of water into the submarine. 
Others said that at least two days 
would be needed to raise the submarine 
to the surface. 

Divers, favored by a moonlight night 
and a calm sea, failed in their attempt 
to force compressed air into the 8-51 
anc turned their efforts to passing a 
sling under the stern.

John Steele. At that time Mr. Steele said the 
terms-of the security pact had been agreed upon 
but would not be ratified until] public opinion in 
each of the countries concerned had been prepared. 

Surely if the practice of ‘‘ preparing public opin- 
ion” is ever justified it is in this instance. 

The new policy is revolutionary and there are 
many in each of the three countries who will op- 
pose it. Those Germans who feel the national 
honor requires the recapture of Alsace and Lor- 
raine will oppose a treaty guaranteeing the pres: 
ent frontier; extreme French nationalists will not 
willingly forego the right to coerce Germany 
through “ sanctions ”; and Englishmen will protest 
against a treaty which binds them to fight in any 
war between Germany and France. The govern- 
ments of the three countries according to Mr. 
Steele, have come to the view that the stabilization 
of Europe is worth the sacrifice. This has long 
been the view in America. It has governed the 
foreign policy of our country with respect to Euro- 
pean problems since the end of the Wilson régime. 
We have repeatedly exercised our good offices, 
toward the pacification of Europe. Our unofficial 
observers at allied conferences have acted as con- 
ciliators and through the Dawes commission our 
government contributed the corner stone of BPuro- 
pean reconstruction. Our latest move, in refusing 
to let our bankers make loans to France until she 
has made a debt adjustment, has led inevitably to 
the success of the security negotiations. France 
could not settle with us without settling with Brit- 
ain; she canmot pay the billions she owes without 
a radical revision. downward in her military bud- 
get; and she cannot safely reduce her military bud- 
get without arranging for a lasting peace with her 
neighbor. ’ 

We cannot doubt. that the peace, once secured, 
will be for the benefit of all concerned through im- 
proved conditions of trade. The wonder-is that. it 
was not earlier achieved. If the league of nations 
were of any great value as a conciliator the result 
would long ago have been achieved. As it is, the 
noteworthy advance in good international relations 
must be credited largely to the United States which 
does not belong to the league and to the fortunate 
circumstance that in each of the countries con- 
cerned the government is in the hands of men will- 
ing to risk something for the general good. This 
is notably true of France for which Briand and 
Caillaux, both “‘ good Europeans” in the pre-war 
phrase, have conducted the difficult negotiations 
with admirable temper. France with a population 
scarcely half that of Germany may benefit most 
from a genuine security but the fact must not be 
forgotten that she is risking most to attain it. 

The Amefican mind has always seen the advan- 
tages of good feeling between the western powers 
and has frequently neglected to consider the ob- 
stacies in its way. We have the will to believe. 
The possibility must be considered therefore that 
in this instance a natural American credulity is 
being played upon. M. Caillaux will probably have 
conéluded his negotiations for refunding the loan 
at Washington before the powers: meet in Switzer- 
land to sign the security pact. It is not impossible 
that the talk of European peace is intended to put 
America in a generous mood in negotiating the | 
settlement of the French debt and that the debt 
once adjusted the security pact will be forgotten. 
That is all possible but we do not think it. probable.

Winona Lake, Ind., is a resort com- 
munity.

The papers have been full of news 
about these earlier mistakes. Some of 
this news came from communities near 
Winona Lake. The state board of health 
of Indiana has ordered all such cross 
connections discontinued. The Ameri- 
can Waterworks association has passed 
resolutions that checkvalves or other 
similar protective devices could not be 
depended on; that cross connections al- 
lowing polluted water to get into water 
mains for potable water should not be 
allowed and urging programs for the 
cutting out of all such connections. Yet 
the Winona Lake people went ahead. 

An epidemic of typhoid among visitors 
attending a convention was the result.

Through the death of a relative ’Te- 
cently I am to receive a small sum of 
money. Will I have to turn this money 
over to the creditors of the firm? Can 
the creditors take this money from me?

Yes, your failure to apply for a discharge 
renders the entire bankruptcy proceedings 
ineffective ag a defense to you, and you are 


in a worse position than you would be if 
such proceedings had never been instituted, 
since new proceedings cannot be brought 
within six years of the old.

Chicago, Sept. 21.—Mencken’s interpre- 
tation of Judge Raulston and the moun- 
taineers will not appeal to those who 
know the type. Quite apart from the 
romantic picture of the American high- 
landers given in fiction, they have a4 
leaning toward intellectual things. 

They are uninformed and they are 
emotionally and theologically preoccu- 
pied, but. they are not dull. The stock 
is, as Mencken suggests, tainted with a 
good deal of what is technically called 
degeneration, physically unsound. But 
their leaning is toward analytical rea- 
soning and imagination in a very in- 
teresting combination, such as charac- 
terizes the most developed types. Fiction 
has not begun to discover the pathos and 
grandeur of the life of these people. 
Their human, personal] attractiveness is 
due to nothing so much as to their in- 
satiable hunger for things that are not 
of the flesh, their intellectual curiosity, 
passion for “ pretties” and for flowers, 
their combination of personal dignity 
and childlike humility, which makes a 
splendid basis for friendship. | 

Let Mencken go incognito and live 
simply among them and try them out 
in a different way. I think Mencken 
has the capacity to understand and love 
them. This is the best compliment I can 
pay Mencken. I think the test of in- 
telligence and normality and manliness 
which the savant would undergo under 
these circumstances would be a fair test.

MARSEILLES, Sept. 26.—A project 
that has been on foot 418 years will be 
realized Oct. 1, when the last rocks that 
keep the water of the Mediterranean 
out of the Rhone-to-Marseilles canal 
will be blasted. Then will have been 
finished a continuous waterway navi- 
gable by the largest canal barges from 
the North sea to the Mediterranean, by 
way of the Rhine, Doubs, and Rhone 
rivers and the Rhone to Marseities 
canal. The work will have cost 216,- 
"000,000 francs, and besides the record 
for time consumed in its realization it 
will have all tunnels in Eu- 
rope in rock and earth removed. 

From the tunnel part of the canal, 
which is only five miles long, 2,300,000 
cubic yards of earth and rock were 
taken, beating the record of the Saint 
Gothard and Simplon tunnels in Switz- 
erland, which are longer but much 
smalier. 

Richelieu Found Plans. 


When Richelieu came upon the 
scene of European politics as minister 
of Louis XIII. he found the proposals 
for this canal in the archives of the 
state Awaiting action. Religious con- 
troversies occupied the attention of 
France too much at that time to per- 
mit attention to such a broad scheme. 
Richelieu and Louis XIII. passed from 
the scene of action and all the rest of 
the French kings.came and went be- 
fore the proposition again came to 
light. It was resurrected in 1820 for a 
brief inspection, and again forgotten 
until 1840, when a functionary of the 
public works departmfent drafted a 
plan for realization of the project. It 
took thirty-nine years more to get it 
before parliament and twenty-four 
years more to get it voted. 

Work Continues Through War. 

Finally the creation of a canal from 
the Mediterranean in the vicinity of 
Marseilles to the River Rhone at Arles, 
a distance of eighty-one miles, was 
authorized by law in 1903. It took 
eight years more to complete the 
preparations for the work, which was 
begun in 191] and has continued unin- 
terruptedly ih spite of the world war. 

The new waterway completed by the 
Rhone-to-Marseilles canal is the first 
to effectively cut what.is called the 
“European isthmus,” composed of 
Holland, Belgium, France, Spain, and

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_ ASSEMBLING THE AUTUMN 
vine ENSEMBLE.

LA RIS.—[Special Corfespondence. } 
—When Paquin started to put 
fur patches and fox scarfs on 

~~ gilk coats, he began something 
that all the smart world seems bound 
to Anish for him. Those Paquin coats 
1 were intended for midsummer, 
they no more than got a good start 
-ih fashionable fancy when the autumn 
openings burst, with fur patched coats 
in.avery important collection. Instead 
f-putting fur on the new coats in the 
good substantial manner of high col- 
lars, deep cuffs, and well behaved 
,bands, Paris couturiers are putting it 
ep.in godets, cut little triangular ones, 
‘and waist deep slim ones, or in half, 
quarter, and one-eighth bands. They 
discard collars and swathe the’ neck- 
line in one, two, or even three scarfs 
of fox, or they make full length fur 
revers. i 

With Deauville and Biarritg.looking 
like some animated fur farm almost 
any afternoon, the salons of Paris 
creators assume the same appearance, 
which gives the smart Parisiennes a 
chance to go on wearing their fox 
patched coats al] winter if they feel 
inclined. 

In the autumn shows most of these 
fur trimmed coats are worn with sim- 
ple little frocks made of some of the 
new soft silks, or with frocks of wool, 
as ensembles. A novel feature of 
these newest ensembles is the coat of 
velveteen and the frock of crepelia, 
kasha natté or some other light weight 
wwoolen in a darker tone. That is re- 
versing the familiar order in two ways 
—swapping materials, and giving the 
coat the dress goods and changing 
colors by making the coat lighter than 
the dress in tone. Silk or silk and 
wool coats are worn with woolen 
dresses, etc., etc. 

This is the manner in which styles 
are changing for autumn. They are 
not doing anything particularly radi- 
cal with lines, because the new back 
flares about which I told you a few 
weeks ago are plenty of novelty in the 
matter of line, along with the demi- 
newness of the lifted waist and skirt 
line in front, and other smaller alter- 
ations. 

When you get ready to plan your 
first fall ensemble, you will be perfect- 
ly safe in choosing the kind of sil- 


houette you like best out of the 
straight line—with fullness in the skirt

pretty well concealed—the back flaring 
line, either from shoulders or hips, 
the all around flare and the front 
flare. Then you will be up against the 
proposition of color and material. If 
you choese some of these new combina- 
tions I have been telling you about, 
you will find you are entirely dans la 
note. A few suggestions are sketched 
here, from the first authentic autumn 
models of Paris. 

Our first sketch shows the gown half 
of a smart ensemble. It is made of 
crépe de Chine in one of the loveliest 
of the new reds. The couturiers call 
it prune red, and according to its 


‘name it is about equal parts brown, 


red, and purple, all softened to a rich 
and somber shade. Yted has managed 
to give a satisfactory substitute for 
the banal jumper frock in this little 
one piece dress—something a lot of 
the designers are searching for. 

The waist is bloused gently, with in- 
set sections smocked at top and bot- 
tom, and the skirt is comfortably full, 
with its four deep inverted plaits that 
look like mere lines of stitching in re- 
pose.

sleeves, and waistline. The belt is 
just a little sash that ties*in a small 
bow. The cuffs are the same, tying 
in knots at the back of the arms, and 
the V neckline also has its narrow 
‘band collar, tying in knot of bow ac- 
cording to the mannequin’s idea of the 
manner in which it looks most fetch- 
ing. 

Yteb designed this dress to accom- 
pany the coat which the artist has 
placed third in the lineup. The coat 
is made of a wool broché, half wool, 
half satin, with the small floral pat- 
tern raised a trifle from the body of 
the fabric. In silhouette this coat is 
slender, fitted in a fraction above the 
hips and flared below, with a marked 
flare all around the lower edge. Yteb 
accentuates this bell-like flare with a 
deep band of red fox. 

Notice the closing, with its tailored 
revers. Most of the new autumn 
coats are made with long rever col- 
lars, usually of fur. In this case the 
collar may be either befurred or not. 
just as you like, for the fox scarf that 
forms the neck protection and decora- 
tion is attached only across the back 
of the neck, the major portion of the

scarf being loose, so that it can be 
worn as the artist shows it or attached 
to the lower edge of the long rever, 
forming a fur shawl collar. Some of 
the newest coats show a double fox 
collar made like this, and when these 
are worn over the revers of the coats 
they trim they hang to the bottom of 
the coat, giving a decidedly opulent 
effect, and one that is, naturally, ex- 
pensive as well. 

We'll start with the coat of our 
second ensemble first. It shows one 
of the fur patch treatments I have 
been talking about. It is made of 
green velour in the deep bluish tone 
that they call Veronese. The front 
of the coat flares from the hip line and 
the back flares from the curved line 
that you see indicated, giving a pretty 
and becoming line to the rear of the 
coat. Fox fur, dyed to match the 
coat is placed in an irregular piece 
across the bottom of this back flare. 
Two small square patches of fox are 
put on to the back of the straight 
sleeves at the wrists, and the collar is 
a shawl collar that extends to the low 
waistline. Every detail of this Ger- 
maine Lecomte coat is one that is im- 
portant to autumn fashions—the color, 
the arrangement of the circular move- 
ment, the,collar, and the fur patches 
on the hem and cuffs.

Back of that action is a bit of finab- 
celal history which is most illuminat- 
ing. All during the middie ages, it 
seems, there was a great shortage of 
money. The world failed to develop 
largely because it did not have money 
as a means of transacting business. 

Silver was then the basis for money, 
had been for nearly 2,000 years. There 
was not enough of it, however, to 
make large business possible. 

When America was discovered, 
Spain came into possession of great 
quantities of silver, most. of which 
came from Mexico and Peru. She 
sold some of this silver to other na- 
tions, which gave them more money. 
The world went ahead as it had never 
gone before. : 

But Spain retained the lion’s share 
of the silver. England got little of it. 
So it came to pass that there was 
much Spanish money and little Bng- 
lish. England was unable to proyide 
her colonies with money for their or- 
dinary needs. In New England the 
Indian money, wampum, was, used. In 
Virginia tobacco passed as money, was 
even receivable as taxes. 

The Spanish coin much circulated 
in those days was the piece of eight of 
the pirate stories.

RYE BREADS. 


HE condimeat | value of bread 

flavor is worth the +: ttcntion 

of dietitians and al! those people 

who know digestive worth 
to them of good tastes, even the highly 
satisfying tastes, which are really 
just so much gold in’ our nutritional 
treasury. 

Note that tastes of this high order, 
while they might make a greedy per 
son overeat, probably bave not been 
greatly responsible for that sin. In 
fact, the. intelligent person who gets 
high satisfaction out of a taste of 
some simple and exquisite sort in food, 
is Ukely to eat less rather more 
than one ordinarily eats of ordinary 
food. For ingtance, . eating a slice 
of fine hom made toasted potato 
bread, an Intelligent eater will chew 
and chew, and prefer to go on chew: 
jing in preference to swallowing. 
Therefore, that person is likely to take 
as much-time to cat one slice of this 
bread, with a positively condimental 
flavor, as when eating two slices of 
bread that does not excite his atten- 
tion or taste. 

As to rye bread having condimental 
value, we have recent testimony to 
the fact in an article on “ Rye Bread 
Flavors,” which appeared in the July 
number of Baking Technology. Here 
is the paragraph on the subject: 
“Why is it that toasted ham and 
cheese between rye bread is so deli- 
cious? The peculiar flavors in the rye 
Lread fulfill the réle of condiments in 
the sandwich and help to satisfy the 
desire for an extra zest which our 
palate seeks in the usual mustard or 
salad dressing. When the apprecia- 
tive palate has once learned the 
peculiar satisfaction of the character 
istic rye flavor, it is difficult to find 
any food combination that offers a 
satisfaction equal to the rye bread 
sandwich.” * 

The first paragraph of this article 
reads: “There dre more variations 
In the flavor of.rye bread than any 
other bréad sold to the American pub 
lic. Many nationalities are represent- 
ed in the United States, all accustomed 
to eat different types of rye bread. 


‘Bome people prefer the light colored 


mild ryes, and in direct contrast to 
this type of bread we find, especially 
in German centers, a preference for 
the dark sour ‘yes, and with the 
Swedes a coarse grained, sweet tast- 
ing loaf.” 

Considering rye bread as a sort of 
appetizer, we may think it worth while 
to buy a small bag of rye flour to see 
what we can do with it, or perhaps 
we are accustomed to having it on™ 
hand fo usé in making Boston brown 
pread. The old recipes for that bread 
called for a rye meal, and perhaps the 
nearest thing to that which we can 
get. today is the “whole rye flour,” 
which certainly gives far different 
é#ffects from. that labeled “pure rye 
flour,” also called a white rye flour. 
The latter is easy-to find and the other. 
not so easy, but undoubtedly different 
localities will have ‘different é@orts, 
perhaps even the pumpernickel. So 
far as my experience goes, the bread 
labeled pumpernickel. today is noth- 
ing like what we used to get. 

"Am Experiment with Rye. 
yhicoertain quick rye brea was made 
by’ the following proportions, then a 
balf Gozen combinations were made 
with the same proportions, before the 
conclusion wag reached that bran, with 
rye flour, at any rate, has great flavor: 
ing value: One and thr¢e-fonrths cups 
pure or white rye flourjone-fourth cuy 
bran, one-fourth cup molasses, one 
cup of sour cream, one-half teaspoon 
‘soda, one-half teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon baking powder. 

With the pure or white rye flour a 
truly dark bread was made by this 
recipe, and then it was astonishing to 
get a loaf many shades lighter when 
the whole rye flour was substitutec 
for it. The loaf made with the whole 
rye looked almost exactly like the com. 
mercial rye bread that {s sold in the 
shops which specialize'in breads made 
of the whole grains. It was palatable 
and acceptable, and by this recipe 
easily made.

A Yeast Rye Bread. 


During the year 1918 a great num.- 
ber of people were trying their hands 
at making wheatless breads, and one 
of the recipes that won a prize from a 
state organization came from the home 
of its governor.

Stir the two cups 
of flour and a teaspoon of ealt into the 
lukewarm liquid and beat with s 
wooden spoon until the batter is so 
smooth that it wil) fal) in ribbons like 
the batter for a fine cake. Add the dis. 
solved yeast and beat again until the 
two are completely mixed. Set this 
sponge in a warm »%lace to rise. It 
will Gouble in less than three hours. 

When the sponge has doubled divide 
it into two parts and add to each part 
from two to four tablespoons of mo 
lasses. Into one-half stir one cup of 
rye flour or more, until it is stiff 
enough to knead, and try to handle as 
soon as possible after getting in this 
one cup. Brush the bread board with 
warmed rye flour and knead, using the 
least possible additional four, until the 
Gough does not stick to the board. 
After each small addition of flour 
knead to the sticking point before add. 
ing more. Let rise a second time. 
Finally make into a rol] or a shape 
sometimes called a cottage loaf, and 
bake on an iron sheet, or on the bot- 
tom of ap inverted dripping pan, frst 
brushing the loaf over with water or 
milk and sprinkling with caraway tf 
you choose. Caraway seeds may also 
be worked into dough. 

Treat the other half of the rye 
sponge in partly the same wity, vary- 
ing it by using warmed white flour 
instead of the rye. The contrast be 
tween the two doughs is marked. The 
latter swells much more in beking, and 
few people could tell it from a bread 


“made of half white and half graham 


flour. It makes a delicious toast. 

It is worth while now and then to 
bake a round and flattened bread 
dough ona sheet instead of in a pan. 


White Sponge with Rye. 


Part of a sponge made for a white: 


bread may be combined with rye flour 
to make an acceptable bread. Make a 
sponge of one condensed yeast cake— 
or one-half will do—one cup of scalded 


‘an@ cooled milk, one cup of white 


flour, a tablespoon of butter, and a 
tablespoon of sugar. Let this rise and 
then stir into it one cup of rye flour 
sifted with one teaspoon of salt. Knead 
in another cup of rye flour and set to 
rise. If the cup of rye flour is stirred 
into the sponge a @ttle at a time the 
dough can be handled or kneaded with- 
out sticking. After this crises shape 
the loaf to bake on a tin which may 
be sprinkled with flour that may be 
mostly shaken off. Have oven quite 
hot fot the first few minutes, then 
lower temperature to make a regular 
bread oven of about 350 or below. 


Rye and Corn Bread, 


The following‘recipe was widely pop- 
viar during 1918 as “prairie corn 
bread,” but it is just as reasonable to 
call it a rye bread, as you wil] agree. 
if we decide the question according to 
the. proportions: One-half cup corn 
meal, one-third cup of boiling water, 
one and a half cups rye flour, three 
fourths cup milk, four tablespoons of 
baking powder, one tablespoon of 
shortening, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup chopped nuts. Put cornmeal 
into bowl, add salt, shortening, and 
boiling water, and mix well. Let stand 
twenty minutes, then add rye flour 
sifted with baking powder, the milk 
and the nuts. Mix lightly, pour into 
a well greased pan, let stand in a warm 
place twenty minutes, and bake in a 
@loderately hot even. Do not cut until 
it is cold. 

Slices of this served with a date 
paste are about equal to a fruit bread 
or cake for afternoon tea. :

The Sour Rye Breads. 
Perhaps the tradition grew up that 
rye breads were too strong of flavor fo: 
American tastes because of the sou! 
rye breads made with a starter of sou! 
dough and of a darker flour than the 
sweet rye breads which seem popular 

today. 

“Rye and Injun.” 

The “rye and Injuns” vary endless. 
ly, being made sometimes with yeast, 
but perhaps most often without.

Rye Bread Flavors. 


Perhaps we may learn best to appre 
ciate the rye flavor by eating the Swed 
ish rye breads, also called healtr 
breads, crisps, etc., “fast becomin- 
famous.” These are sometimes de 
scribed as having an irresistibly de 
licious flavor. We must have caraway 
in rye breads to make it real Dutch, 
which also means, presumably. rea) 
Deutsch. Potato used in the rye 
breads adds its flavor and other items 
like caraway are used, including anise 
seed and orange rind (I. would not 
recommend this latter unless it had 
been candied and dried and powdered) 
and the most important flavors of al) 
are those that come with the different 
rye flours in the hands of the skilled 
breadmaker.

whether it is the universal use

texture the thing of close scrutiny it 
is today, or whether the greater care 
of the skin is responsible for the 
m cosmetic bills of the last few 
| In any event, you hear eo re- 
peatedly the expression ‘“‘ she has such 
beautiful skin,” nowadays, you know 
few ‘women escape keen observation 
on this point. 

As I look back a few years, it was 
more commonplace to hear comments 
oh a woman's eyes or her hair than 
on the texture of the skin. Unless the 
latter were noticeably bad, the woman 
got by without any particular con- 
démnation. Now, however, the skin 
must be an exquisite fabric upon which 
te work the colorful artifices of the 

buge pot. 

t not only must be free from blem- 
ish, but it must be soft of texture and 
fine grained. There are a few lucky 
o born with this perfect heritage 
of beauty and whose troubles are con- 
fined chiefly to cleansing the skin. 
Most of us have to suffer the ills at- 
tendant on faulty digestion or on care- 
Jessness about removing dust, and 
grimes, and makeup, thoroughly. In 
addition, there are inherent tenden- 
cies to oily skin, and the coarsened 
pores that so frequently accompany it. 
Im the light of today’s scrutiny we 
have to fight fdr the right to show our 
faces in a searching sunlight, no mat- 
ter what handicaps we had at birth, 
or have accumulated along the way.. 
In other words, we have to work for 
a smooth skin, a fine skin, a skin free 
from the slightest blemish, or we 
just don’t register well in the opinion 
of our keenly observant neighbors. 

For the Dry Skin. 

It is the wise girl who begins the 
work of preserving her skin early. 
Time spent in the earlier twenties on 
the care of the complexion is an in- 
vestment from which she will reap 
benefit in the thirties and forties. It 
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isn’t that it requires many minutes a 
day to bring later rewards. It is in 
getting the habit of regularly giving 
a little five minute massage every 
night. Five minutes is actually 
enough to devote to this’ toning up 
of the face muscles. 4 
The girl with dry skin of delicate 
texture is, if anything, more in- need 
of taking precautions against time 
than the one. with oily skin, althougn 
when young her skin is likely to give 
her less cause for worry. Because this 
quality of skin is usually free from 
enlarged pores, and blackheads, and be- 
cause there are no blemishes to arrest 
her immediate attention, she may post- 
pone the day until too late for the 
preservative work. The finer and thin- 
ner the skin is, the more danger in 


later years of its becoming crinkled 
and lined. A light massage every 
night should be as regular a duty as 
brushing the teeth. 

If you have the oily skin your difi- 
culty is not sejikely to be early wrin- 
kling, but a coarsening and thicken- 
ing as the years progress. The pores 
get larger. Neglected, the skin gets 
to look actually pockmarked, as in 
some instances I have seen. 


- Treating the Oily Skin.

In extreme cases it may be necessary 
to steam the face with hot towel appli- 
cations so that blackheads may be re- 
moved, Ordinarily, however, it is 
enough first to clean the face with a 
good cleansing cream, Let it remain 
on the skin long enough to penetrate 
the pores and soften their contents. 
Then take hot water, soap, and a face 
brush, and scrub. Rinse in warm wa- 
ter, then remove the blackheads that 
may be now pressed out easily, and 
wipe the face with witch hazel. Let 
that dry on a few moments and give 
a final help to closing the pores with 
an ice rub, 

With an-oil skin the soap and water 
treatment should always follow the ap- 
plication of cream. The cream on oily 
skin is recommended really only to 
penetrate the pores and loosen the for- 
eign matter imbedded there. But the 
pores should not be clogged with cream 
overnight. In severe cases of acne, 
cream is not permitted at all under the 
direction of our best skin specialists. 


Preserve Contour of the Face. 
When you are working on the skin 
preservation and using a cream with

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Italian Opera on 
Its Native Heath| 


By Edward Moore. 


LORENCH, Italy.—[Special Correspondence.]—No one 
should come to Italy without confronting an Italian 
opera on its own heath. .It can be done at almost any 
time of year, even in summer, when the midday sun 


is not to be contemplated lightly or unadvisedly and the na- 


tives close their shops during the two hours of greatest heat. 
Two days ago wo went over to 
the other side of Italy to hear 
Riccardo Zandonai's “ Gtulietta e 
Romeo.” You will remember Zan- 
donai, at least his music, from the 
days of the lamented Cleofonte 
Campanini, who presented “ F'ran- 
cesca da- Rimini" to the Chicago 
public, and, a couple of seasons be- 
fore, ‘“ Conchita.” Incidentally, 
Tarquinia Tarquini, who sang the 
mame part of latter, is now 
Signora Zandonail. She says she 
has permanently retired from the 
operatic stage, though she does not 
look to be half the age when most 
singers begin their first vague an- 
nouncements of retirement. 
“Giulietta e Romeo” was at 
Cesena, not Pesaro, as was first re- 
ported, a city of some 15,000 in- 
habitants and a’ medieval aspect. 
If you recollect your Italian history you will know it was the 
home of the Matatestas and that Cesare Borgia made it his

_ headquarters during his earnést but unavailing effort to cre- 


ate a united Italy. The old fortifications are still standing, 
and they say there is a hole in the floor of one of the rooms 
Of the castle where Cesare used to drop the bedies of his 
prisoners ‘down a chute when he had finished with them. It 
is not a show place, however, being used at presént for a 
prison, though of a different type. 

* “What was of interest to us was that at this time of year 
it is the custom of Cesena to put on a brief opera season. By 
the way, it is a good plan to make a trip of that sort by auto- 
mobile. You can charter one for as long as you like: you 
avoid hot trains and choking tunnels; you make better time 
than the train, and it does not cost much more. We had a 
glorious ride across the Apennines, on splendid roads, creep- 
ing along the sides of precipices, through mountain passes, 
around hair raising turns, climbing nearly a mile high, and 
then sliding down the same kind of road on the other side. 
Our chauffeur had been the military chauffeur of the Italian 
king during two years of the war. Perhaps with a royal cargo 
on board he had learned the principles of caution, which is 
not the -sustom here. At any rate, he was the best driver I 
have found since I left America. But do not try the trip 
even with the best driver in the world on a car with a long 
wheel base; otherwise you will get into more kinds of trouble 
than you ever supposed was possible in an automobile. A 
hairpin turn means something here.

Company Backed by Subscription.

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IT’S. UGLY REALITY, 
THIS MODERN DRAMA | 


By Burns Mantle. 


EW YORK.—([Special Correspondence.}—We have had 
rather a week of it in the playgoing line. The modern 
drama, descended suddenly upon us, has excited us 
terribly. And we are divided, so far as I am able to 

read the signa, between. the ultra-progressives—who insist that 
life, being ugly whep it is dramatic, must be reflected in the 
theater if we are to have great . 
drama—and the primitives—who 
hold, a little childishly, that there 
should be no drama but their 
drama, which is clean, and that to 
sell sii and ugliness and exposure 
in the theater is to deliver it to 
base uses and destroy its communal 
value as a place of wholesome en- 
tertainment. 

I find myself poised a little 
wonderingly before the two. I de- 
test much that is being exhibited 
and boldly hinted in the modern 
drama, but I am also fearfully 
tired of the blah blah romance and 
the life story that suggests con- 
tact with everything but life. 

However, here we have the 
modern drama in twe or ‘three 
lovely doses. I give you first a 
beastly, brilliant comedy, written by 
a bright young English boy, 25 years old and terribly mature. 
His name is Noel Coward, and his play is called “ The 
Vortex.” 

Seeing that he, as author, speaks of the play’s people and 
their lives as swirling around in a ‘“ vortex of beastliness ” in 
London, you may see I am not unfairly stressing the _Classt- 
fication.

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HOURS AS LIFE 
OF “B” BATTERY 


U. S. Bureau Conducts a 
Series of Experiments. 


Radio experimenters having spent 
years in prying into the mysteries of 
circuits, coils, condensers and tubes, 
are now turning their attention to 
thé most important source of local 
energy in the receiving set—the much 
abused and hard-working plate or 
“_ tery. 

Voltage plotted against service 
hcurs produces the life-line of the 
plate battery. The; life-line is ar- 
rived at by followihg the specifica- 
tions fn the Bureau of Standard’s cir- 
cular No. 79 which lays down the fol- 
lowing conditions of the .test for a 
22% volt B battery of 15 cells 44%4x2% 
inches. The battery is to be discharged 
continuously through a resistance of 
5,000 ohms per battery until the 
closed circuit voltage of the battery 
had fallen below 17 velts,” says the 
circular. At 17 volts the B battery is 
technically dead. 

For the guidance of experiment- 
ers, the Standard Buréau says that a 
fresh battery not over a month out 
of the factory should last 760 hours. 
Batteries three months old should last 
740 hours, while those which have 
stood on dealers’ shelves or in the job- 
ber’s storage for six months may be 
expected to give only 710 hours’ ser- 
vice. 

To determine the practical applli- 
cation of this life-line ‘test, a series 
of experiments were recently con- 
ducted in Newark with a dozen 22% 
volt batteries all obtained direct from 
the factories at the same time ‘to in- 
sure an even start’on an equal basis. 

The poorest curye reached the 17 
volt deadline in 420 hours while the 
best curve ran on for 880 hours. The 
average for all batteries was 640 
hours. 

The rapid drop in voltage of all bat- 
teries slowed up at about 20 volts and 
from that point down to about 18.5, 
all the batteries under the test ap- 
peared to have swung into a nice even 
stride. For most of them, the crash 
came at about 18.5 volts, where the 
“weak sisters” dropped below 17 volts 
in rapid succession.

Arche Club Operts 
Its 37th Season 


ITH the completion of plans 
for a season's program of un- 
usual interest, the Arché aub 
will open its 37th year of ex- 
istence on Friday, onder the leadership 
of its president, Mrs. Albion Headburs. 
» The club was first organized at the 
home of Mrs. Charles F. Adams with 
the study of art as its main abject. Mra, 
Herman J. Hall was appointed leader, 
“and held the office for nine years. 
’ The name Arché was ay ene eee 
of its significance—the of 
the study of art by the club. It is 
noteworthy that at the group compos- 
ing the club at the beginning were 
women of education and culture who 
prepared all the papers read at the 
meetings. Following this early work, 
Professor Farrar of Milwaukee di- 
rected the studies of the club, and was 
succeeded by Mrs. Mary H. Ford of 
Boston, a lecturer of the Columbian ex- 
position. . 
_ For several years the club 
in favor of American art, and in 1897 
an art salon for Chicago artists was 
given.

The club has contributed a substantial 
gum towards the children's room in the 
Art institute and has also made con- 
tribution to the Industrial Art school.

In HMhrenberg’s vague hete:ogene- 
ous assemblage called “ Polygastrica,” 
many of which, such as the bell-ani- 
malculea, are beautifully figured by 
him, we find the genus Vibrio of O. F. 
Miller — the nearly structureless 
threadiike species of which are among 
the most minute and abundant of “ in- 
fusory”" organisms — included and 
raised by Ehrenberg to the dignity of 
a “family,” called by him the “ VI- 
brionia.” To it are assigned five ge- 
nera, viz., Bacterium, Vibrio, Spiro- 
cheete, Spirilum,.and Spirodiscus. 

This, then, is the first appearance in 
scientific literature of the name “ Bac- 
terium,” which has persisted and be- 
come a general name for the immense 
variety of very simple, very minute, 
rodlike organisms, with which we are 
in this chapter specially concerned. 
It has given origin to the name “ bac- 
teriology,” applied to the special study 
of these organisms, which, we now 
have learned, are immensely impor- 
tant and ubiquitous agents of the chem- 
ical processes called “ fermentation,” 
|“ putrefaction,” and “ disease.” 

Ehrenberg defined his family “ V}- 
brionia’’ as “‘Filiform animals. dis- 
tinctly or apparently ‘ polygastric,’ 
without an alimentary canal, naked, 
legless, with the same structureless 
body as the Monads—forming filiform 
chains by spontaneous, incomplete, 
transverse fission.’’ The genus “ Bac- 
terfum *’ he defined as “ animals of the 
family Vibrionia assuming by spon- 
taneous division the form of a stiff

or firm filiform chain.” He recognized 
three species of Bacterium—namely: 
B. triloculare, B. enchelys, 
punctum. Of the genus Vibrio—dif- 
fering, according to him, ‘but little 
from “ Bacterium” except in flexibil- 
ity—he recognized the species V. tre- 
mulus, V. subtilis, V. rugula, V. pro 
lifer, and V. bacillus. 

The name “Bacillus” was _ intro- 
duced for a species of Vibrio by O. F. 
Miiller. Like the name “ Bacterium,” 
it has in the course of years gained 
a wider and more general significance 
and is today often used to include a 
large number of different kinds of rod- 
like “ Vibrions.” Serpentine, and screw- 
like forms of these threadlike organ- 
isms are placed by Ehrenberg in the 
genera Spirillum and Spirochete.

Abiogenesis. 

Before tracing more of this develop- 
ment of our knowledge of, and interest 
in, the bacteria, we shall best get a 
clear notion of how it has grown up 
by calling to mind the influence which 
the discovery of the teeming millions 
of living things in the natural waters 
of the earth—suddenly revealed by 
the microscope in the years foliowing 
Leeuwenhoek's first observations—had 
upon the minds of the mure thoughtful 
and speculative ‘“ ph'losophers” of 
those days. 

The immensity of the world of un- 
seen living things suddenly revealed 
by the microscope was compared by 
Ehrenberg and others befote him to 
the equally astonishing revelation by 
the telescope of the pale cloud of the 
Milky Way into hundreds of thou- 
sands of separate stars: a conquest 
made in the same half century. Un- 
expectedly life—as to the origin and 
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nature of which fanciful guesses and 
romantic traditions had been handed 
on from remote ant‘quity——was demon- 
strated as existing in the form of 


of an almost infinite “dust” of invisible 


particles, abounding im all the waters 
ef the earth and dispersed far and 
wide in the dried and pulverized sedl- 
ment of pools and sas by the wind. 

It was held by an English philoso- 
pher, Needham (1750),;ard by others, 
that this is due to the fact that there 
is a fertile or productive “ principle” 
in natural waters which gives rise to 
the infusoria; whilst others held that 
water, air, warmth, and the remains or 
debris of animal and vegetable sub- 
stances are necessary for the “ genera 
tion” of these organisms, 

These views were, largeiy accepted 
and discussed at the end of the eight- 
eenth century as two varieties of the 
doctrine of “spontaneous generation,” 
or generatio primitiva, or generatio 
equivoca, as it was ca’led. At the 
present day the term “ Abiogenesis ” 
is used for the theory according to 
which living organisms arise from not- 
living matter. It is now held that 
though in the remote past this must 
have occurred, there is no evidence 
to show that it takes place at the 
present day.

from an egg—that is, from the repro- 
ductive form produced by a preéxist- 
ing living thing. 

During the elghteenth century, as 
the result of Redi's experiment and 
similar observations of a very simple 
kind, the general belief in Abiogenesis 
or spontaneous generation, in go far as 
the larger forms of life are concerned, 
disappeared. 


But it found a new scope when the 
existence of a world of well nigh in- 
visible organisms was made known at 
this critical moment by the microscope. 
We have seen that Needham and oth- 
erg indulged in large speculation based 
on the supposed spontaneous genera- 
tion of the swarming dust of antmal- 
cules now discovered. 

“True!” they said, “the larger 
forms of life are only produced by pa- 
rentage; but this newly discovered 
world of minute creatures arises by 
Abiogenesis, and in due course they 
gave birth to larger organisms,”

A controversy thus arose which has 
continued into our own times and has 
led to very important knowledge as to 
the conditions necessary for the life of 
the “infusory animalcules” and also 
as to the many different kinds included 
under that name, as well as to the 
means of keeping lHquids containing 
organic matters (such as infusions or 
solid vegetable and animal substances) 
altogether protected from the access of 
*infusory animalcules.’"* Liquids so 
treated are-said to be.“ sterilized.”

There was a crash and conflicting cries of “ He’s 
down,” “ No, he’s gone.” The head had plunged out 
of sight. There was a sort of gurgling roar and a 
thrashing sound from the bushes at the jungle’s edge 
and we fired into them to make sure, but the elephant 
was down and dying. There was a gurgle, then stillness. 


W* started to creep in, the adventurous Selim, Mr. 
Bigelow’s gun boy, plunging rashly ahead. A few 
steps and there was the curving bulk through the grass, 
but we could see nothing definite until we were actual- 
ly upon it. The elephant was upon his or her knees, 
apparently very dead, but Herbert and I fired a last 
shot each for precaution.

- men who had given me the chance. I could hardly be- 


lieve; even then, that the sucgess was real. I swore off 
then on pessimism and gloom and foreboding—in hunt- 
ing the only thing to do is to get out and hunt so hard 
and so often that the chances are just bound to turn, 
and you will be there when they do! 

There is something tragic in a dead elephant, though 
a wild African elephant is not at all the mild Indian 
beast of the circuses. The only comfort for the fallen 
is that he had a more quick and merciful death than 
nature had in store for him. For us it was the realiza-

We sent a rufner in to camp for Miss Williams and 
Alice and the motion picture camera, for the trail had 
worked back to within two hours of camp, one hour by 
runner.
